(a) The: SURIHCT revealed that in 1949, at the ace of 16, he was 
a Navol Cadet. He was called into the service before graduating from 
what 1s ovr equivalent of a high school. Jie had taken part in the 


Lighting in the Black Sea Arca vhere he deseribed hend-toe-hand combat 


with Germans, elatmed he was wounded, and because of his bravery he 

"29 avarded the Soviet Order Medal und the Order of Stalin. The LUNJECL 
stated this was unusual for a person of his age and gained hin great 
respect. At the end of the war hoe had no more desive for military life 
although his superiors tried to keep him in the military. Instead, he 
went for four years to the Institute of Foreic¢n Nelations and Learned 
the English language. Upon graduation, a min ena to him and told hin 
thet he had a job lincd up for him. He stated thet this actually was 
more like being ordered to take this prrbticular job which tuined out 
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to be with the Naval Intelligence. He claimed that there vere tvo 
militery intelligence organtvationus wt the time, the Naval and the 
Ground Force military type.

Ie proceeded to sbhate that he (SUBJECT) was head 
of the hGB Tourist and Visitors Section viich kept control over the 
aebivities of OSWALD while he wns in the Sovict Unio. He caid at 
“tho vine, OSWALD was of no special concern or Interest to the hGB 
because he lacked intelliconce backs.round. ‘Therefore, when he applied 
for permission to leave Ruceia, they (KCB) under his (SUBJECE) direction 
daformed USWALD thet he vould have to unke his applicetion through the 
appropriate channels of the State Lepartment, who in ‘win would request 
his releuse from the Russian ecunterparvts in hindlin;, of viras. This.

state that-if they really umted to velécase OSVALD, 1¢- could have been

. fbates, President KIMGITEDY, vould ba alive. The SURJECT then went cn 
‘to state that after OSWALD was cent to Mingk 16 was there that he met. 
Lorie. Like hinsel? (OSWALD), Furie was a girl froaa poacans fontly 
with no special background and somewhat UiLiterate. It was becouse 
of her poor background that she vas given permission to marry OSVALD 
and return to the United States as his wile. 


The SUBJECT then went on to deseribe what took place en the day 
that President KMMMDY was ascacsliased. Toe cnid that this was actually 
on Saturday in Moscov, the fend of Noveuber. Ne wie hous at the time 
and happened to have the radio on, vhen he heard that the Precidcut of 

the United States had been assaceinited. Anprociaately one hour later, 


he said, really stummed hin. He gravbed his coat cad daried to his office. 
Tnmediately upon his arrival he searehed for the OSWALD file. When he 
“ound the file he reviewed it and found that’ OSVALD had not been used

(i) The SUBJECE also made referense to his father during this 
meal, describing him as a very tall and extremely well-built individual, 
and one who was extremely intellicent eud a self-made, se].f-cducated 
man.

However, what conecrns 
him most is the fact that they have Already started to play on the 
sympathies of his tvo children and his wife. The SUBJECT stated that 
he was anticipating thie; however, he cid not thivk tint they vould 
stuart 60 soon to prescure the fully.

LIBRARY OF CONGRHSS DMDURATTON 


(k) On 25 February 396) during a sichtceeing tcur of Vashington 
by vehicle, as we passed the Tibrary of Congress, tie SURIECL pointed 
to the building and stated that “we have people working in there", 
Special Agent Stanley C. LACH sald, "who is 'we'?" and the cURBJECT 
enswered, "KCB". He continued by staving that this was a good place 
to place people because they could read ily learn by just vateching 
what research wos being done in the TAtrary of Cougvess by the military 
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and thereby geb an idea as to what the wailitary was planning In the 
Loy of armaments and things of that nature. The SUBJECT alco adviscd 
that the responsibility for gelting information cui rcptitiously from 
American Erbassies in foreign countrics who employ. indigenous personnel, 
falls within the confines of the KGB. We stated that the way they co 
about this is to work through the indigcnous personnel and arrange to 
enter the enbassy at special times during the night. They would first 
noake a close survey and a photograph of the area in which the embassy 
keeps its classified materiul, thon thcy would subsequcntly enter this 
area and open up the safes. ‘hen he was asked how: this was done he 
stated, "oh, combinations to cafes ave not hard to acquire". Ile said 
that the important and difficult part of this activity 1s taking the 
material out and photographing it and then placing it exactly as it 


was before they touched it. — | 
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
